REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicant claims an electrode comprising an electrically conductive matrix 
containing a disulfide group, wherein an S-S bond of the group is cleaved by 
electrochemical reduction and reformed by electrochemical oxidation; and a plurality of 
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wherein an S-S bond of the group is cleaved by electrochemical reduction and reformed 
by electrochemical oxidation. Ikeda et al., WO 95/07551, discloses an electrode with a 
plurality of carbon nanotubes. 

However, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to disclose the 
combination of the electrically conductive matrix containing a disulfide group and a 
plurality of carbon nanotubes in an electrode. Further, there is no indication in the prior 
art of record to selectively modify the references in order to arrive at the Applicant's 
claimed invention.
